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Fight in Indochina, Escaped to 
Canton, He Relates.

CANTON, March 4 (AP)—James 
Patrick Ryan, United States 
Navy sailor missing for 19 months 
| from his ship in the Mediter- 
ranean, today charged he was 
shanghaied into the French For- 
eign Legion. 

Ryan said he was shipped half- 
way around the world to fight the 
' Viet-Namese in Indochina before 
he managed to escape. He said 
it took him five months on foot 
and by river boat to reach Can- 
ton. He was being. treated at a 
hospital for malnutrition and 
jungle ulcers on orders from the 
American consul. 

Ryan charged in an interview 
that he was one of several Ameri- 
cans being held against their will 
in the French Foreign Legion. 

(In Paris a spokesman for the 
Defense Ministry said Ryan joined 
the Foreign Legion voluntarily, 
adding: 

(“We have so many people who 
want to get into the legion these 
days that we don’t have to shang- 
| hai anyone.”’) 

Ryan, 24 years old, of Hunting- 
ton, Pa., said he was a seaman 
aboard the U.S. S. Dickson. He 
missed the ship at San Remo. 
Italy, on July 2, 1947, he said. 
The sailor said he heped to catch 
it at Nice, France, and rushed 
there only to be picked up by 
French Foreign Legion military 
police and questioned.

The legation, 
he said, told him by letter that 
he would be released in about two 
weeks. But before his release 
could be effected, Ryan said, the 
French shipped him off to a post 
deép in the Sahara, where he 
trained as a paratrooper.

Auschwitz concentration camp, 
where an estimated 3,000,000 per- 
sons died. Witnesses swore some 
Auschwitz inmates worked for 
Farben. 

AH 13 directors were acquitted 
of plotting and .waging an ag- .

the indictment. Of the 23 etecu- 
tives indicted, 10 were acquitted 
of all charges. '

furnishings for which are costing 
the State of Illinois $10,748, will 
be more than matched at Pontiac 
penitentiary, where the warden’s 
rooms are being rehabilitated at 
a cost of $19,591, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Records in the office of State 
Auditor Benjamin O. Cooper dis- 
closed purchase of items such as 
a dining room set costing $2100, 
bedroom outfit at $1437, 22 lamps 
costing $1061 and a 25 cubic foot 
electric refrigerator at $872. 

The refurnishing started in 1947 
with purchase of 950 square yards 
of carpeting for $9452. The car- 
peting has been paid for long 
since, but the rest of the furnish- 
ings were ordered last fall by the 
late Warden Arthur E. Bennett

paid for. . 
Legal Procedure Bypassed. 

Director of Public Safety T. P. 
Sullivan, in approving the pur- 
chases, bypassed legal procedure 
which calls for advance approval 
by the Finance Department and 
acquisition by the‘ state purchas- 
ing agent after advertising of bids. 
The Pontiac warden’s equipment 
was bought directly from Donald 
Smith, a Chicago interior decora- 
tor and broker. No bids were 
requested from other dealers.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (UP) 
—Norway officially entered the 
negotiations on the North Atlantic 
defense pact today, expanding the 


discussions to eight nations. 

Norwegian Ambassador Wilhelm 
Munthe de Morgenstierne was 
called into a conference with Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson and 
envoys of the six other nations 
drafting the treaty. Morgensteirne 
joined the negotiators 90 minutes 
after they held a preliminary 
meeting. There was no official ex- 
planation for the brief delay. 

It was understood, however, 

that Acheson and representatives 
of Canada, Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg had discussed whether 
Italy should be brought into the 
negotiations. The seven nations 
| have been deadlocked over Italy’s 
participation. 
Morgenstierne, in announcing 
his Government’s acceptance of 
ian invitation to join in the nego- 
| tiations, told reporters Norway 
would have a “few observations” 
of its own to make about the de- 
fense treaty. 

State Department officials wel- 
comed Norway’s decision to join 
the negotiations under way here 
as a significant cold-war victory 
over Russia and as one which 
would increase the effectiveness 
of the North Atlantic grouping. 
Denmark was expected to follow 
Norway’s lead. That would leave 
Sweden the only “neutral” among 
the Scandinavian countries. 

Norway’s entry also is expected 
to speed a decision on whether to 
try extending the defense ying 
southward. Both the Italian and 
Portuguese governments have ex- 
pressed interest in joining the 
alliance.

The last time tnemployment 
had been this high was in March 
1942, when it stood at 3,580,000. It 
then began a steady decline to- 
ward wartime lows. 

The employment total, however, 
was at the highest level ever at- 
tained for the month of February. 
It topped the previous peak of Feb- 

1948 dy almost 30,000 on 
the basis of census figures. 

There were 57,168,000 Americans 
employed in February, compared 
with 57,414,000 in January. In Feb- 
ruary 1948, it was 57,139,000, 

Unemployment increased more 
than employment fell because a 
number of people entered the labor 
force during February. Many were 
housewives and school youths who 
were neither holding nor hunting 
jobs the month before. 

The bureau said the increase in 
unemployment was “caused in part 
by bad weather in certain sections 
of the country and by other sea- 
sonal developments. However, a 
continuation of the non-seasonal 
layoffs noted last month probably 
accounted for a large part of th 
change.” : 

The burtau said unemployment 
in February still Was “low rela- 
tive to prewar levels” despite the 
substantial increases. 


In 1941, unemployment averaged 
5,500,000 with one person in every 
10 in the civilian labor force out 
| of work. The ratio last month 
was one in 20. 

The total civilian labor force 
in February was set at 60,388,000, 
compared with 60,078,000 in Janu- 
| ary and 59,778,000 in February 1948.

Scarlett of St. Louis, had offered 
him their support. 

There were reports the case 
may be made an issue before the 
denomination’s general triennial 
convention, scheduled to open 


Sept. 26 in San Francisco, if it is 


not settled before then. Normal 
church procedures allow no appeal 
from the bishop’s decision. 

A comittee organized to support 
Dr. Melish said 70 per cent of the 
congregation wants him to re- 
main. It has opposed the action 
of the church vestry which re- 
quested his ouster by the bishop. 

The parish meeting Monday will 
consider a proposal to remove the 
vestrymen who voted for the 
ouster recommendation. 

Dr. Melish contends the bishop's 
action marks inception of a strug- 
gle over “democracy and freedom 
of speech in the church.”

Oklahoma Negro Seeks Non- 
Segrated Schooling. 
WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP)— 
A Negro student yesterday asked 
the Supreme Court to order the 
University of Oklahoma to permit 
him to study with white students 
on a completely non-segregated 

basis. 

The student, G. W. McLaurin, 
complained that the university ex- 
cluded him from the classroom 


| where other students sit. He said 


he was required to sit in an ante- 
room, so that he participates in 
class work through an open door. 

He also said he has been ex- 
cluded from the regular library 
rooms and the main part of the 
cafeteria. McLaurin is the first 
Negro to attend the university. He 
is working for a doctorate in edu- 
cation, in the graduate school. 

McLaurin requested a Supreme 
Court review of a decision by a 
special three-judge federal court 
in Oklahoma City. 

The special court denied Me- 
Laurin’s plea to attend class on a 
non-segregated basis. It ruled he 
was receiving educational oppor- 
tunities equal to those of white 
students and said it is within the 
power of a state to recognize ra- 
cial distinctions between its citi- 
zens. 

The same three-judge court in 
an earlier ruling had ordered Me- 
Laurin admitted to the university. 
The university’s regents then or- 
dered McLaurin admitted on a 
segregated basis. 

The Supreme Court will an- 
nounce later whether it will grant 
McLaurin a hearing.

What Davis had in mind here,

directly refer to it, was a 1944 de- 
cision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in a suit by the Wal- 
lace Corporation against the 
NLRB. There the court held that 
a union which won an NLRB elec- 
tion and thereafter negotiated a 
closed shop contract must allow 
all employes of the firm to be- 
come members of the union. 


There the 
Supreme Court held, in 1946, that 
the brotherhood, although it ex- 
cludes Negroes from its member- 
ship, must, as exclusive bargain- 
ing agent for all firemen, repre- 
sent all of them equally and with- 
out discrimination. 


Contract “Sanctity” Lessened.

The Kremlin’s Marionettes 


Stripped of gobbledygook, Messrs. Foster and 


Dennis—No. 1 and No. 2 American Communists 


—say that, in event the United States goes to 
war with Russia, they will support Russia. In 
view of the basic philosophy of ‘Marxism, whose 
aim is a worldwide revolution against capitalism, 
there is nothing surprising about the Foster- 
Dennis statement. But it does bring their posi- 
tion out into the open and that is a net gain. 
Within the space of a few days, the leading 
Communists of France, Italy and England— 
Thorez, Togliatti and Pollitt—made the same 
declaration. If their countries are involved in 
war with Russia, they will aid Russia. Repre- 
sentative Case of South Dakota put it accurately 
when he said this attitude would be “strictly 
treasonable” if the nation were at war. 


The simultaneous acceptance by leading non- 
Russian Communists of the new party line is 
not a new phenomenon. It has been observed 
again and again. The latest demonstration, 
however, graphically illustrates the mental slav- 
ery imposed by the Kremlin upon Communists 
everywhere. They are like marionettes upon a 
string. When else in the world’s history have 
political leaders subjected themselves to such 
humiliation? 

The humiliation lies not so much in agree- 
ment upon a given course, but in the abrupt, 
illogical and inconsistent changes of that course. 
Often there is not even an attempt at orderly 
transition. One month American Communist 
leaders are arguing that they can embrace Com- 
munism without impairing their patriotism. In 
the next, they declare that, in time of war, 
they will give aid and comfort to the enemy. 

For the historian of the future whose task it 
will be to explain such things—our sympathy.

A Small-Loan Rebellion? 

The small-loan crowd is riding high, but it 
has sometimes met opposition in the Missouri 
House and is meeting it again. 

This time everything was settled, the lenders 
hoped. Instead of sending the lending bills to 
the Banking Committee, which has always han- 
died such bills in the past, Speaker Hamlin re- 
ferred them to the Commerce Committee. That 
compliant body promptly approved the loan 
lobby’s 27 per cent interest bill and shelved the 
more moderate proposals of the volunteer Com- 
mittee for Fair Lending Legislation. 

At this point, however, the House threw a 
road-block before the lenders’ steamroller. In 
a floor test, Representative Roos, spokesman of 
the Fair Lending group, got enough support to 
rescue part of his proposal from the committee. 
The committee retaliated by taking the Roos in- 
terest rate bill off the shelf and killing it. 

Now still another group has entered the lists 
against the loan lobby. Headed by Representa- 
tives Sanders, Wilhoit and Jennie Walsh, it pro- 
poses the lowest interest of all: 16 per cent on 
loans below $100, 14 on $100 to $200, 12 on 
$200 to $300. These compare with the Fair 
Lending proposal of 24 per cent on the first 
$100, 14 per cent on the next $400, etc. 

Today, then, the House is disposed to fight, 
but the lenders are solidly united and the 
people seeking a fair deal for borrowers are 


| divided. They urgently need to get together, 
and a compromise should not be hard to reach.

This may be a hint to Bonn to adopt its draft 
and to submit it to the military governors. They, 
in turn, certainly would submit it te their gov- 
ernments. And then, no doubt, it would be 
handed back to the Germans to change this and 
to change that. There is even the possibility 
that these instructions might conflict. 

The delegates know, for example, that the 
British and the Americans—at least before 
March 2—did not see eye-to-eye on what powers 
were to be given to the various German states 
and which were to be given to the central gov- 
ernment. On the whole, the Americans sup- 
ported the Christian Democrats and Bavaria 
in arguing for a weak federal regime. The Brit- 
ish, have been inclined to go along with the 
Socialists and the people of the North German 
plain in holding out for just the reverse. And 
the French have been very reluctant to grant 
authority either to the new nation or to its 
component states. 

Because these differences are so serious, 
they tend to obscure the good work which has 
been done at Bonn. Thus, a long and detailed 
bill of rights has been drawn up. It is more 
complete than the American version and, if 
respected, it would be a bulwark of democracy. 

Constitutional guarantees, however, 
mean little so long as there is no agreement 
on the basic nature of the government. And on 
that the delegates at Bonn cannot have the final 
word. The question, then, is whether they should 
submit a tentative constitution, or whether they 
should wait for the occupation statute and then 
fit their work into the expressed desires of 
Paris, London and Washington. 


Hospital’ for Which Veterans?

VIENNA. 

For the second time in a generation, 
Austria is making a sudden recovery after 
a devastating war. I remember it in the 
grip of hunger and general ruin in 1921, 
with its currency gone to the dogs. Then 
back on its feet, attracting tourists with 
the Salzburg festivals and St. Anton winter 
sports, setting fashions abroad with Tyrol- 
ese hats and dirndl skirts. 

This time once more it has gone through 
an extraordinary resurrection. I expected 
to find a worse situation here than in Ger- 
many. Instead of misery, I found the great 
Austrian capital full of first-quality goods. 
Vienna's restaurants are offering excellent 
menus and its famous confectioners display 
cakes and candy of 
which any New 
Yorker would be en- 
vious. 

A number of basic 
foodstuffs and cloth- 
ing items are Still 
rationed. But the 
caloric content of 
rationed foods has 
risen from some 1200 
in 1946 to 2100 for a 
normal consumer and 
to 3100 for a heavy 
worker.

Health Is Looking Up 


The study of statistics is enlightening: 
the death rate in Vienna was 176 a — 
sand in 1946 but fell to 10.3 last September. 
In 1945, 197 babies died as against 1000 that 
lived; last September the number of deaths 
was 43. The rate of tuberculosis has re- 
ceded from 261 for 1946 to 203 last Septem- 
ber. The number of wage earners has gone 
up from 1,720,000 in 1946 to 1,907,000 last 
summer. The index of production stands at 
107 as compared to 100 in 1937, before Aus- 
tria was incorporated in the German econ- 
omy by Hitler. 


Imports into Austria have trebled since 


currency reforms put through since the 
war, the cost of living index (April 1945, 
taken as 100) is at 420 as against 1986 in 
France and 4792 in Italy.

Russia’s Game of Obstruction 


The Soviets are naturally trying to fight 
our efforts to resurrect Austria. Their op- 
position to the E.R.P. has been constant in 
the Allied Control Council. They do not 
want a resumption of normal trade rela- 
tions between Austria and her neighbors. 
Austrian exports to Hungary, Yugoslavia 
and Czechoslovakia have fallen off consid- 
erably. Eighty per cent of Austria's export 
trade now goes westward and 70 per cent 
of her imports come from the west, mainly 
through the port of Trieste. 

Austrian economy has been deprived of 
some 300 of her industries situated in the 
Soviet zone. Their output goes entirely to 
Soviet Russia, which resells part of it to 
the Austrian economy. The same is true of 
the oil produced at the Zisterdorf wells. 
The Russians take 66 per cent of the yearly 
production of 1,000,000 tons, making the 
Austrians pay for whatever they sell them 
at a higher price than the oil we bring in 
over the Atlantic. 


Thus, with the situation as it is now, 
Austria's economy cannot be normal, and 
what the United States is doing for her is

This is an unduly scornful and 
superficial way to dispose of a 
great. constitutional problem.

“I. G. Chemie was a cloak or dum- 
my for I. G. Farben,“ and so had 
no right of recovery. 

The tax claim, Clark said, dates 
back to 1929 transactions when 
“patents and other property were 
transferred by I. G. Farben and 
I. G. Chemie to the Standard Oil 
Co., of New Jersey. 

Clark said that, in these trans- 
actions, Chemie received $35,059,- 


366 in stock for property costing 


$2,385,714. He said it realized a 
net gain of $32,673,652. 

It was alleged that Chemie paid 
no taxes on this profit and that 
its failure to file tax returns “was 
with an intent to defraud the 
United States.“

Judge Denies Communists’ 
Motions to Dismiss Con- 
spiracy Indictment. 


NEW YORK, March 4 (AP)— 
United. States District Judge 
Harold R. Medina today over- 
ruled the challenge of 11 high 
United States Communists against 
the jury selection system here 
and denied motions to dismiss the 
conspiracy indictments against 


em. 

The Communists, all members 
of the party’s national executive 
board, are on trial with 
conspiring to advocate the violent 


Leverthrow of the Federal Govern- 


ment through their membership in 
the party. 
Their challenge, which contends 


criminates against the poor and 
in favor of the rich, was made 
shortly after the trial opened last 
Jan, 17. Since then, most of the 
court action has dealt alm@t ex- 
clusively with defense arguments 
against the jury selection system. 

Selection of a jury for the trial, 
delayed by the defense challenge, 
now is scheduled to begin Mon- 
day. 

Thé Communist leaders con- 
tended that the jury-picking sys- 
tem was discriminatory and that, 
therefore, the indictments returned 
against them by a federal grand 
jury should be thrown out. 

Judge Medina cut off argument 
on the defense challenge Tuesday 
night, announcing at the time that 
he would rule on the issue today. 

In his opinion, Judge Medina 
said multitudinous records intro- 
duced as evidence “when viewed 
in their entirety ... seem to me 
to establish beyond preadventure 
of doubt that no such deliberate, 
willful and planned discrimination 
and exclusion, as charged by the 
defendants. existed at any time in 
this district.” . 

The battery of defense attor- 
neys charged in their challenge 
that large numbers of Negroes, 
women and manual laborers had 
been excluded from jury service in 
favor of wealthy persons. 

The Court held that “not only 
have defendants failed to prove 
this charge but the evidence, 
largely adduced by them, con- 
clusively refutes it.”

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Shrewd Giances at Marriage | 

OME shrewd and intriguing comment on marriage is offered 

by Director-Screenwriter Joseph L. Mankiewicz and his cast 

in “A LETTER TO THREE WIVES,” a comedy-drama cur- 

tently at the AMBASSADOR THEATER. He has taken three 

marriages in @ suburb of a big city, three 

matings of the type that have been grooved 

into conventional happy ending channels by 

many a movie, dissected them with both wit 

and understanding, and found that in no 

case has the wife been too sure of her husband 

because of the stresses of their personal prob- 

lems. He has held this together skillfully 

with a theatrical device which holds suspense to the end, spiced 

it with some amusing touches and intelligent dialogue, and 

geftly applied a final touch of sentiment. 

} The three wives, as they depart on an all-day boat excursion 

dn the Hudson, receive a letter from a mutual friend—Addie 

Ross, a divorcee—which calmly announces she has run off with 

one of their husbands; which, she doesn’t say. Each wife has 

all day to wonder whether the husband was hers, and to ponder 

the friction and uncertainties which might make it possible. 

Addie, it seems, had qualities which made each of the husbands 

frankly admire her, and in some of which each wife was de> 

ficient—charm, taste, sophistication, tact, intelligence, considera- 

tion, social graces, beauty. Cleverly, Mankiewicz never has 

this paragon appear, although we hear her voice, she is talked 

about, and her presence is always felt--and thereby, I suppose, 

enhances her virtues by allowing the imagination to magnify 

them. In any event, there is a sly dig at movie conventions by 

having the Other Woman obviously a more interesting creature 
than any of the wives. | 

The first marriage was a wartime one, undertaken under 
the glamorous spell of uniform. Deborah (Jeanne Crain), a 
Wave, has married a naval officer (Jeffrey Lynn). It was fine 
until they are mustered out, and she finds as she meets his 
friends he is a ranking member of the country club set in his 
town. She is only a simple farm girl, terribly embarrassed by 
her inadequacies. His loyalty and the kindness of his friends 
help pull her thréugh a bad first evening, and she acquires some 
polish, but always remains unsure of herself, always conscious 
of the superiority of Addie. 

In the second, we have the professional couple—an under- 
paid school teacher (Kirk Douglas) and his wife (Ann Sothern), 
who writes radio soap operas to make enough money for them 
to live comfortably, but whose fear for her job and her engulf- 
ment in the cheap standards of her trade is driving both an 
emotional and intellectual rift between them. Here again the 
sense of Addie's taste and sure touch hangs like a wraith over 
the marriage. 

In the third, a luscious and cynical department store. sales- 
girl (Linda Darnell) from the wrong side of the tracks coldly 
' gells herself in marriage to the store owner (Paul Douglas, re- 
cruited from the stage after his hit in “Born Yesterday”), He 
is a rough-hewn, and aggressive dealer, who only marries her 
because he can’t get her any other way, and Addie, whom he 
really loved, wouldn’t have him. Linda congratulates herse!f on 
having the wealth and position which is “everything she wants,” 
but the crassness of their bargain keeps them constantly yak- 
king at each other as an outward sign of inner frustration and 
insecurity. 

Yes, it’s an artfully penetrating but always entertaining 
look into some of the standard film illusions of perpetual roman- 
tic bliss automatically following the final close-up clinch. 

The B is a dull melodrama about an ex-convict trying to 
stay · out of trouble called “FIGHTING BACK.” 


Raw, but Gripping 

Director Robert Siodmak, who made that superb melo- 
drama, “The Killers,” has turned out another gripping study 
of violence and the criminal in “CRISS CROSS,” currently 
at the FOX. He hasn't ‘as good a script or dialogue to work 

with as he did in the Hemingway story. But, 
in dealing with a set of characters raffish 
enough to do justice to a James M. Cain 
yarn, Siodmak has retained his ability to 
create atmosphere, mood and suspense, for 
striking composition of scenes, for highly- 
charged realism that is much richer dramati- 
cally than the low-keyed realism of the crime 
semi-documentaries. : 

The story is of a guard on one of those armored trucks 
that transports money, how he can't forget his ex-wife who 
hangs out in a honkey-tonk, how, through her, he gets mixed 
up with a gang of thieves as inside man on a half-million dol- 
lar armored car holdup, and of mutual double-crossing by him- 
self, the girl and the gang leader. It's of the type told many 
times before, with ‘the characters either weak, dishonest, shifty 
or brutalized—not even the detective lieutenant who wanders 
into the joint occasionally is above threatening to frame the 
girl. Siotimak, however, has given it color, raw shock-power 
and melodramatic tautness. Whether extended treatment of 
such characters on the screen, stage or in novels is justified is 
academic.

LIZABETH BENTLEY, a Vas- 
sar graduate and later a teach- 
er at the exclusive Foxcroft 

School, Middleburg, Va., drifted 
deeply into Communism through 
her hatred of Fascism and her

Jacob Golos. , 

Returning from her post-grad- 
uate studies in Florence, Italy, in 
the middle 1930s, she met a num- 
ber of United States Communists 
and left-wingers who urged her to 
speak on Italian Fascism at sev- 
eral of their functions. In short 
order she joined the American 
League Against War and Fas- 
cism, one of the Communist 
fronts cleverly endowed with a 
name and apparent purpose cal- 
culated to enlist sympathy from 
Americans. 

Her early mentor in Commu- 
nism, she later testified, was Dr. 
James Mendenhall, a professor in 
olumbia University’s Teachers 
ollege. Through Columbia, she 
was placed in a job with the 
Italian Library of Information, a 
propaganda arm of Mussolini’s 
dictatorship. She began supplying 
Communist party headquarters in 
New York with information she 
picked up in line with her duties 
at the library. 

Miss Bentley's efficiency in this 
modest role came to the attention 
of Golos, president of World Tour- 
ists, Inc.,-a travel bureau set up 
with Communist funds. The bu- 
reau served as q clearing house 
for the traffic between this coun- 
try and Russia of a number of 
Red agents, some of them travel- 
ing under false passports—as in 
the case of Gerhart Eisler. 

She fell in love with Golos, and 
it was to him that she thereafter 
turned over the information she 
obtained from the Italian Library 
of. Information. When Hitler in- 
vaded the Soviet Union in 1041 
Golos promoted her to the role 
of courier.

Masonry Repairs. 


S ‘we have so often noted, when 

water freezes it expands. This 

natural phenomenon explains 
why so many of those little cracks 
and crevices you may have noticed 
on outside masonry last fall are 
now big cracks and crevices. Mois- 
ture got inside, froze, and that 
meant something had to go. What 
went was the masonry. 

The standard mixture for patch- 
ing cracks in masonry is made 
with one part cement to three 
parts sand with enough water 
added to make it workable. If 
you don't like the idea of mixing 
your own then you can get ready- 
mixed mortar in small packages. 
All you have to do with this is 
add water and mix. 

Cracked mortar joints between 
bricks or concrete blocks should 
be chipped out with a cold chisel 
or old screwdriver. Brush out any 
loose particles and then wet down 
the sides of the opening, Now 
pack in the mortar and smooth off 
the surface with a small trowel. 


Cracks in concrete walls should 
be cut out on each side with the | 
inside of the opening wider than 
the outside. After this the same 
treatment should be followed as | 
for mortar joints. | 


Take care of those cracks be- | 


cause if you let them go the 
chances are they'll be even bigger 
this time next year.

Molasses Oatmeal Cookies 


Ingredients: % cup melted 
shortening, % cup molasses, 1 egg 
(beaten), % cup raisins (chopped), : 
1% cups rolled oats, % cup brok- 
en walnut meats, % cup sifted all- 
purpose flour, % teaspoon baking 
soda, 2 teaspoons cinnamon, 1 
teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons milk.

Add the egg, raisins, rolled oats 
and walnut meats and stir to- 
gether. Sift the flour, baking 
soda, cinnamon, and salt together;

Drop by heaping tablespoons, 
about 2 inches apart, onto a 
greased cooky sheet. Bake in a 
hot (425F.) oven for 10 to 15 
minutes or until done.
